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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Claims 1-9 and 31-38 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1 .142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected inventions, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement 
in Paper No. 4. Furthermore, the applicant's remarks regarding the breadth of the 
elected claims are noted. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 14 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Claim 14 depends 
from previously cancelled claim 1. Appropriate correction is required.

Ruiz discloses apparatus and methods for correcting higher order aberrations of 
a patient's eye, the methods comprising the steps of inflicting a required surgical trauma 
to the eye corresponding to a particular ophthalmological procedure; obtaining 
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diagnostic wavefront information subsequent to inflicting the trauma; and developing a 
treatment profile for correcting said higher order aberrations as presently claimed.
